yet our export of foodstuffs has de- 
creased with startling rapidity as 
home demand has risen, while just as 
Tapidiy has increased the value of 
products which we have bought from 
tropical countries. And still, with 
our cheracteristic American careless- 
ness of the future, there is no doubt 
that, but for the accident of the Span- 
ish War and the sudden accession of 
tropical holdings which followed it, 
we would have given no attention to 
a matter which European nations 
have come to believe vital to their 
existence. If one questions this, tet

partment when the following letter, writ- 
ten in answer te the appeal of another cor- 
respondent, came into my hands. I give 
it as a reply to both the above 


“In response to @ request for a bread 
formula I would like te give mine, in which 
1 use potatees, I certainiy have most de- 
liclous bread and my recipe is so «imple 
that I would like to lend a ‘ helping hand, 
as I am much interested in this Corner. 
These the directions: 

“ Belest one good sised potato, slice and 
boll until dgne; Mash smooth with a po- 
tato masher, You shopid have 4 quart 
and a half of the potato water. Break 
up three-quarters of a bake of yeast. put 
it into a cup of warm weter to dissolve. 
When entirely emooth pour the yeast into 
the potato water, stirring in encugh four 
to make a batter stiff enough to drop from 
aspoon. Set in a warm place torise. This 
1 do at noon 

“ Before going to bed My sponge is up, 
light as a cork. Then I make it up etiff 
‘y teking one cup of sugar, one large te- 
‘lespoonful of cottolene or lard, and one- 

alf tablespoonful of salt. I put these into 
my mixing bowl, them turn in my sponge 


and one pint of warm water. I put in the 
flour next, folding it in with a large spoon 
and taking care not to get the dough 
too stiff, I knead it for some gninutes, 


grease the dough well on the toy and bot-— 


tom, then cover it and eset it to rise. In 
the morning I find it beautiful and light, 
ready to be made into loaves. I grease 
the top of the loaves, to as to make the 
eruét tender. 


“ You will have to use care and not let 
the bread get too light. Have the oven 
a geod heat and bake slowly. I bake mine 
an hour. Of course you have to be gov- 
erned by the sise of the ioaves. This 
amount makes six good sized loaves. I 
should like to hear from any of the sisters 
who may use this recipe. If the directions 
ate carefully followed there will be no such 
thing as failure. 

This recipe ought to be helpful to “ Mrs. 
Von K.,” although it is on rather too large 
@ scale for C. D. L. My own recipe, which 
I give below for her benefit, is as ex- 
plicit as 1 can make it, but it is impostible 
to offer euch close directions that a cer- 
tain amount of judgment is not calied for. 
The natufe of flour differs, some thicken- 
ing more than others, so that the full al- 
lowance of one brand is too much of an- 
other. 

Atmospheric conditions affect the rapid- 
ity with which the bread rises, so that 
one cannot say that a fixed length of time 
will always suffice to bring the dough to 
the correct degre of lightness. So, too, 
with the oven. Uniees you have an o 
thermometer you cannot be sure of ha 
ing the same témperature each time you 
bake or all the time the bread is in the 
oveh. The only way is to use common sense 
in following careful directions and ijearn 
by mistakes as well as Dy successes. 

The recipe I give has been used in my 


own houré with complete satisfaction for 


years, and yet there are other ruies which 
would work quite as Welland are preferred 
by other housekeepers. 


Bilt two quarte of good fleur into a bowl 


with a half teaspoonful of salt and a tea- 
spoonful of white suger. Heat a pint of 
milk almeest to boiling with a heaping tea- 
spoonful of butter, put with it a pint of 

water, and let the liguid become 
lukewarm. When it reaches this stage put 
into it heilf & cake of peast dissolved in 


half a cupful of tepid Water, rubbing the 


yeast perfectiy smooth. Turn all into a 
hollow made in the middle of the flour, stir 
it with & spoon te a dough, turn it on a 
board and knead it for ten minutes. The 
Gough should be just firm enough to han- 
@ie. but not etiff. If it seems stiff add a lit- 
tle More lukewarm water. Should it seem 
softer than you can handle, work in a lit- 
tle more flour. The general rule is that 
there should be fully twice as much flour 
as Naquid ahd the above direction does not 
quite cotmhe up to that stipulation. 

Flour the board before you put the dough 
upon it and flour your hands. Knead the 


dough by pushing it from you with the 
palm of the hand and drawing it back with 
the fingers. When you have worked it for 
ten minutes turn it into a bowl, cover it 
with a towél or with one of the perforated 
covers that come on bread mixers, and let 
it stand in a warm corner until it has risen 
to twice its original bulk. This will prob- 
ably take about six hours. Turn it on the 
board again, divide it Into three equal 
parts, two for bread and one for rolls, 
knead each about five minutes, put the 
two leaves In greased pans, and set them 
to rise for about an hour. 


if the loaves seem large divide the quan- 
tity of dough. A good sized loaf of bread 
shou.d bake in three-quarters of an hour 
in a moderate oven. It is a mistake te 
make the loaves too large 

Lay & plecé of brown paper ever the tep 
of therm when they go in and remove this 
at the end of fifteen minutes. When you 
take the loaves from the even leave them 
in the pans for about ten minutes, thes 
take them out and tip them en their edges, 

Work over your dough fer rolls, adding a 
couple of tablespoonfuls ef butter to the 
dough, make them into relig and let them 


rise to twice their first bulk before 


you 


bake them. They will require from fifteen

nearly all of it building material. Every- 
thing is busy, the brains of the architect 
and the contractor, the money of the capi- 
talist and the muscles of artisans in the 
building trade, all straining every effort to 
put the harbor in shape for the opening of 
the Panama Canal and to provide housing 
facilities for the millions who will visit the 
Coast in the time of the great exposition at 
San Francisco. There will be neither idle 
money, muscle nor mind in the Great South- 
west, nor any chance to rest until the expo- 
sition is over at the end of 1915. 


Los Angeles Heads the List. 
HE State government, through the Sec- 
retary of State, is engaged in preparing 
a “Blue Book” intended to give the pro- 
ductive and industrial Standing of the 
various counties in California. These num- 
ber fifty-eight, and in nearly everything Los 
Angeles county heads the list. It is the 
first in value of farm property, with a total 
of $199,998,200 to its credit; first in the 
value of all crops, $14,720,884; first in the 
value of fruit and nuts, $6,731,532; first in 
the value of hay and forage, $3,420,698: first 
im the value of dairy products, $1,415,144; 
first in the number of bearing lemon trees, 
219,149; first in sugar-beet production, 152,- 
059 tons. The county is second in the num- 
ber of poultry, second in bearing orange 
trees, second in the cost of irrigation invest- 
ment, with a credit in this respect of just 
short of $8,000,000, second in bearing olive 
trees, in walnut products, and third in 
honey and potatoes, fourth in bearing apple 
trees and mineral products, fifth in milk, 
sixth in alfalfa, eighth in apricot trees and 
grapes, the latter of which total nearly 45,- 
000,000 pounds. The land area of the county 
is 2,602,880 acres, and the increase of farm 
value in ten years is  $125,180,554. 
The value of domestic animals amounts 
to over $8,000,000, and the number 
of bearing orchard trees, non-tropical, is 
just short of half a million, while the bear- 
ing tropical fruit trees fall just short of 
2,000,000, and of nut trees there are 259,349. 
There is scarecly any kind of fruit that does 
not flourish here, Los Angeles county being 
credited with 5736 bearing fig trees, nearly 
85,000 bearing olive trees, 6853 bearing 
grapefruit trees, and of small fruit the 
county is credited with a product of 7,337,- 


anything yet attempted there. Here in the 
Great Southwest, where the oil industry 
is a generation old, we have become well 
satisfied to get a good weil at 2000 feet, 
and some wells 
nearly twice that depth. Until the Puget 
Sound people have sunk a hole 4000 feet, 
they need not be discouraged. 


Where They Celebrate Blessom Week. 

HE people of Santa Clara county have 

borrowed a beautiful idea from our 
trans-Pacific neighbors, the Japanese, in 
holding annually what they call “Blossom 
Week,” after the Japanese cherry-blossom 
show. Blossom Week will soon be on hand 
in Santa Clara county, and many thousand 
people will go out to see a landscape set 
thick with fruit trees, and the fruit trees 
presenting a scene much like an old- 
fashioned snowstorm, only the snowflakes 
are replaced with the blossoms of the p!im 
and prune trees. Santa Clara county stands 
first among the fifty-eight counties of Cali- 
fornia in the total number of bearing 
orchard fruit trees, and of course first in 
the number of plum and prune trees, also 
first in the number of apricot and cherry 
trees. The value of all the crops in the 
county falls just short of $7,000,000, and the 
fruits and nuts account for a value of 
$4,234,874. With a land area of only 849,920 
acres, the county stands very high in the 
amount of cultivated farms, for there are 
734.819 acres under cultivation. Santa 
Clara county furnishes the United States 
with nearly all the prunes used, and on top 
of that nearly all Europe. California apri- 
cots, dried and canned, are found in every 
corner of the civilized world, and Santa 
Clara furnishes the largest part of these.

-] N SAN FERNANDO VALLEY, close to 


the gates of the city of Los Angeles, dur 
ing the spring now coming to a close the 
planting of fruit trees will number a total 
of 200,000. These are all or nearly all de- 
ciduous fruit trees, one planter putting in 
geventy acres solid in pears. From River- 
side county comes the news that during 
February there were received there 300 
separate shipments of deciduous nursery 
stock.

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EDITORIAL. 
The Washington Insult. 


HE occurrence itself is past, but it 
will live long in the memory cf 
the women who went to Washington 
to represent the women’s suffrage 
movement throughout the country. 
Five thousand’ earnest, dignified 
women—educated, cultured women, 
who love their country and have its 
welfare at heart, who have made a 
careful study of the economic and 
political conditions throughout the 
country—who represent a movement 
not to unsex women, but in their own 
judgment to better the conditicns un. 
der which they must live, hold prop- 
erty, pay taxes and educate their 
children—these 5000 women, repre- 
senting their cause in the inaugural 
pageant were subjected to lewd in- 
sults and jeers, and were even struck 
and spat upon by a vulgar, idle, sala- 
cious mcb of men, while the police 
stood by and enjoyed the whole pro- 
ceeding as a huge joke. They allowed 
it to go so far that the safety of the 
women was threatened by mob vio- 
lence. The hoodlums massed them- 
selves especially immediately in front 
of the stand in which sat the ladies 
belonging to the executive party, 
where police protection shculd have 
been particularly efficient, the 
comments made by the mob were of 
so vile a nature that the ladies were 
obliged to leave the stand. | 
Finally it became absolutely neces- 
sary to send a hurry call to Ft. Meyer 
for mounted troopers to defend these 
women who were representing their 
cause in peace and dignity. It recalls 
the day when Cyril and his dogs 
loosed themselves upon Hypatia, in 
the ancient, cultured city of Alexan- 
dria, and literally tore her fair body 
to pieces, not because she was a po- 
litical disturber or a menace to the 
morals of the community, but because 
she was educating and enlightening 
the women cf her day—because she 
was bringing to both men and women 
a higher standard of ethics and intel- 
lectuality—and because it was a 
woman who dared to do this thing 
upon which organized bigctry 
frowned. 
Doesn’t it send a chill through all 
good citizens to think what might 
have happened if the troops had not 


arrived? 


What sort of men were they who 
took it into their own hands to be- 
little the women’s purpose? The sort 
whe knew no better way to do it than 
to use jibes which bring the blush to 
any modest woman's face, to spit 
upon and strike the women; the. sort 
of men, prcbably, whose wives, moth- 
ers and sisters support them, and who 
see an end of their dominance if their 
own women should ever wake up; the 
sort who had probably been rcistering 
and drinking. 

The clean, industrious, thinking 
man who opposes women’s enfran- 
chisement does not let this lead him 
into the mistake cf offering the advo- 
cate physical disrespect—if it were so, 
we might as well return to the cus- 
toms of the Roman arena, in Nero's 
day. 
kind of men will only strengthen the 
women’s movement. The Washing- 
ton episode, which’ should give cur 
capital city cause to blush for many a 
day, will gain thousands to the stand- 
ard of the suffragettes. 


The Political Order Changeth. 
FTER sixteen years of uninter- 
rupted management of the gov- 
ernment by the Republican party, 
the American people have _ been 
pleased to turn the whcle machinery 
over to the Democratic party.

Let us look briefly over the last six- 
teen years under the control of four 
Republican Presidents. When Mr. 
McKinley went into office in 1897 he 
found a bankrupt treasury, industrial 
stagnaticn reigning all over the 
United States, with bank clearings in 
every city at the lowest ebb known in 
years.

After he had been inaugurated they 
took a leap forward, and with few and 
not important exceptions, from that 
day to the election last November the 
bank clearings showed steady growth, 
and they were a true index of renewed 
activity increasing by leaps and 
bounds in nearly all our industries. 
Mr. Taft has gone out of office and 
Mr. Wilson has gone in with a treas- 
ury full of meney and with every 
American industry buoyant. 

It will be the hope of every good 
American that at the end of the four 
years’ term of the new President it 
will be found that like conditions pre- 
vail. We shall nct have to wait until 
the end of the term to know how 
are going. The eye that 
watches the reported bank clearings 
in the newspapers week by week will 
see exactly how things are trending. 

No intelligent and fair-minded per- 
son will deny to President Wilson 
high ideals and patriotic imtenticns. 
His inaugural address breathes a 
lofty patriotism and a heartfelt de- 
sire to be useful to all humanity. 

Yet that address will fail to inspire 
confidence in the minds of close ob- 
servers and careful thinkers, however 
friendly they may be personally te the 
new President. 

New York once, weary of corrup- 
tion, elected to the Mayoralty Seth 
Low, a man very much of the same 
type as President Wilson. His ad- 
ministration cf the municipal govern- 
ment of New York was largely a fail- 
ure. We would not savy his ideals 
were too high or his patriotism too 
lofty; but we de know his plans for 
administering the government were 
not practical. 

The real statesman knows that 
there are limitations to government 
activities, things in human nature 
which no laws can reach and no ad- 
ministration affect. | 

Mr. Wilson has proclaimed alcud 
that his administration will be “pro- 
gressive,” and from his appointments 
it looks as if he meant what he said. 
Of this we are heartily glad. The 
American people seem to desire radi- 
cal changes in government procedure, 
and let them have their wish. It will 
bring up befcre us sharply and defi- 
nitely the conservative and the radical 
methods of government, and at the 
end of four years we shall be able to 
know better the effect of the radical 
kind. One thing it will do, if only 
one; that will be te bring back into 
American politics two great national 
parties, with clearly-defined issues be- 
tween them, and eliminate all neces- 
sity of the multiplicity of partisan or- 
ganizations.

then draw conclusions from all the 
facts attainable. 
Very soon after Aristotle’s day the

world forgot his science of thinking, 
and went back to the dreamy methods 
of Plato, which continued largely 
throughout the Middle Ages. 

- Then in England came Francis Ba- 
con and revived the Aristotelian 
method of reasoning, and to Bacon’s 
teaching we owe all the scientific 
progress to which we are indebted for 
all our industries and all the luxuries 
we enjoy. 

The question at the head of this ar- 
ticle is asked because of the declara- 
tion on the part of a man of reputed 
scientific standing who says he has 
discovered a new way of accounting 
for the different colcr in the complex- 
ions of the human race. He declares 
it is a matter of food and of food 
alone.

cereals, and the white races to their 
regimen of milk and flesh. 

e say without fear cf reasonable 
contradiction that this scientific pun- 
dit is utterly wrong, and has general- 
ized on a_ few of the multitudinous 
facts that should be weighed to reach 
a verdict.

We say further that the old reason- 
ing which attributes the cclor of the 
skin to the influence of climate, food 


is the true method of reasoning. 

For 300 years or more the people of 
northern Europe have been acquiring 
continually a darker skin. The French 
were once almost all blonds and the 
Saxons were practically all blonds. 
The northern Celts were mestly 
strawberry blonds. The Germans

The Iberian Celts were dark, and 
through intermixture with the Latins, 
Pelasgians and other darker-skinned

| It is probably owing to a sovnd consti- 
tution, temperate habits and the California 
climate that a man can be active in his 
career at the advanced age of four score 
and four years.

_ Alabama, September 6, 1829, graduated from 
| the military academy at West Point in 
: 1854, a lawyer in Los Angeles in 1859, and 
_now hale and hearty, looking after an or- 
ange grove of 200 acres in the very heart 
‘of the San Gabriel Valley. 

‘That briefly sketched is the record of the 
career of Alfred Beck Chapman, known well 
for half a century here as A. B. Chapman, 
formerly associated in the practice of the 
law with the late Andrew Glassell. Glas- 
sell & Chapman forty to forty-five years 
ago, with offices in the Temple Block, were 
doing most of the heavy law business of 
Southern California. Many and many a 
successful lawyer who has practised in this 
city since, some of them still engazed in 
their profession, studied law in the office of 
Glassell & Chapman, and there became 
thoroughly possessed of the fundamental 
principles of American jurisprudence. 

The Chapman home was once on the cor- 
ner of Second and Main streets, where the 
Higgins building now stands.

For years and years Philadel- 
phia knew a family engaged in the whole 
sale lumber trade, which business was hand- 
ed down from father to son generation after 
generation. When the Civil War broke out, 
in 1861. millionaires were scarce in the 
United States, but one of these lumber-deal- 
ing Clarks was easily worth a million. 

To this one on October 27, 1848, in the 
city of Philadelphia, was born a son, duly 
christened Thomas Brainerd, with the Clark 
name an inheritance. The boy was educated 
in the public schools, and finally graduated 
from Wyers Academy at Westchester, Pa. 
Although the family was engaged in lamber 
and some of them are engaged in it yet, the 
boy went West with four brothers to cult 
vate a vast tract of land of about 15,000 
acres in Missouri, bought by the elder Clark 
from the government in 1831. The father of 
Thomas B. Clark not only dealt in lumber 
but encouraged the use of it. He organized 
and guided the fortunes of the first build- 
ing association ever known in the world, and 
for years Philadelphia numbered more citi- 
zens who owned their own modest homes 
than any other city in the world, a result of 
this organization inspired by the father of 
Thomas B. Clark. 

Before going out to Missouri to cultivate 
the big tract of corn land, Tom Clark, a 
boy of 12 or 14 years of age, enlisted in the 
Pennsylvania Volunteers and was in a regt- 
ment of the reserves standing behind the 
lines at the terrible battle of Antietam, but 
never called into action._ 

In 1879, Thomas B. Clark came to Los An- 
geles, and with the Northcrafts, father and 
son, opened up an establishment for the 
sale of fireproof safes, an’ this developed 
into a general auction business. The young- 
er Northcraft, C. L., is still living at Po 
mona, and if there is a more popular man 
in the community than Charlie Northcraft 
he can be elected to any office he likes. 

The persistency of the Clark family which 
stuck generation after generation to the 
lumber business in Philadelphia probably 
accounts for Tom Clark continuing for a 
whole generation in one line of business in 
the city of Los Angeles. In the old days he 
was about the only auctioneer in the city, 
and many a friend he sold out to the entire 
satisfaction of the seller. He has a man in 
his employ known as Tommy Shooter, who 
has been with the house for thirty years 
almost to a day, and he knows more about 
the combinations of burglarproof safes than 
Louis Brandeis, Prank Kellogg, Untermeyer, 
and all the other monopoly investigators 
know about al! the business combines in the 
world.

Cleanliness Demanded. 


In the navy everything is clean, from 
the deepest hold up to the smallest utensil 
in the galley. 


and then we read, smoked and talked of our 
respective home towns. We “turned in,” 
for the night at 8 o'clock. This sanitary 
bath is given each recruit, and he is taught 
from the very start that cleanliness of per- 
son is demanded by his shipmates as well 
as the authorities. On board ship if a man 
is found to be in any way unclean he is 
taken out on the “fo’c’sle” and given a good 
scrubbing with a “‘‘ki-yi,” or fiber scrub 
brush. This operation once undergone, a 
man has no desire to be careless in his per- 
sonal cleanliness. 

The next morning I awoke with a start at 
the loud tones of the well-known reveille 
bugte call, which was sounded at 5:30, and 
immediately was dressed and up with the 
rest of the newly-made sailors. We “turned 
to” and cleaned the building, “swabbing” 
or mopping the floor and paintwork, swé@p-" 
ing the walks and porch, and making the 
place “ship-shape.” We ate breakfast and 
later in the morning were sent to the big 
barracks, where the surgeon examined us 
and we were vaccinated. One lad who was 
from my home town was sent home use 
of a weak heart. This shows how strict the 
examination is given at the station. After 
this step we were at leisure unti! the next 
day, when the mysteries of sailor's “togs” 
'were unfolded to us. 

We “fell in” after breakfast and were 
marched to the storerooms, where the 
“clothing and small stores” are kept. 
There is a chief petty officer in charge of 
the recruit shack, and he is the first officer 
with whom the recruit has to deal when he 
joins the navy. This officer is a jolly little 
German and he has the laugh on every re- 
cruit when he first tries on his new clothes. 
complete wardrobe and _ toilette, 
amounting to $60, includes six suits of 
clothes, four suits of underwear, caps, hats, 
handkerchiefs and smalier articles of wear- 
ing apparel. 

We were shown how to “stow” our clothes 
in the canvas bags, which were then “made 
fast” to our roll of bedding and we started 
after the chief, who said: “Now, me lads, 
shoulder your bundles and follow me.” We 
“followed” tim and started up the steep 
hill, bound for the detention camp. It is a 
steep climb, and our bundles were heavy, 
but finally we reached the camp, where 


there were about a hundred recruits playing 


Various games, scrubbing clothes and amus- 
ing themselves. We were greeted by 
shouts of “Rookies!” “Four years, old boy!” 
“Does your mother know you're out?” and 
“Anyone here from Dallas?” the latter 
meaning is there anyone from the Texas 
city. This greeting originated a long time 
ago. The Lone Star State sends more te- 
cruits than any other State, and all are 
“shipped” from Dallas, so it is easy to see 
that-it causes a good many laughs when 
‘hurled at the strangers. We were immedi- 
‘ately given “Bibles,” or “The Recruit’s 
| Handy Book,” which contains all the in- 
_ Structions and codes of signals, besides 
/Many pages of ship terms, diagrams of 
knots and splices, and the promotions and 
rates of pay in the navy. My hair wis 
clipped to within half an inch of the scalp. 
This is e so there is a uniform appear- 
ance of the men, and for various other rea- 
sons. We were assigned to shacks, where 
We made our beds on cots and started to 
learn the main signal system, the “sema- 
Phore,” also the “wig-wag,” and the com- 
pass. 


Clothes and Their Care. 
These recruits, now better known as ap

his clothes bag so that everything will be 
handy and yet compact. All the sailors 
wash their own clothes in fresh water with 
“salt-water soap” that is furnished free to 
each man. There is plenty of salt water to 
rinse the clothes in and long lines to “stop” 
or tie them to.

These clothes soil eas- 
place. We were given an antiseptic bath! {iy put I found that if I did not sit on the 


ground or play some of the rough games I 
could easily make a suit “pass inspection” 
for two days, and sometimes three days. 

After nearly a week at the “D Camp,” 
there was an itching, tickling sensation felt 
on the left arm, the vaccine was working. 
This operation is one of the regulations of 
the navy and every sailor has a small pit 
on his left arm. Each recruit is vaccinated 
until there is a positive “cowpox,” and usu- 
ally one application of the virus is sufficient. 
Sometimes there is a man who is immune 
to it, but after two or three treatments a 
good “pit” is obtained. ; 

In the course of the three weeks that a 
man is required to stay at this camp his 
hair has started to grow. he is used to the 
new clothes, and he is versed in the sig- 
nals and company drills so that when he 
goes to the barracks he is well prepared to 
take up the training in earnest. All this 
time he does no hard work, more than scrub 
his clothes and shack; take a turn in the 
“mess hall,” and drill the remainder of the 
time that is not spent in playing the out- 
door games. 

On a Monday morning the men of a com- 
pany ready to descend from the high hill 
are told about the place to which they will 
go and how to act there so they will not 
get “on report.” The chief petty officer, 
who is detailed as instructor, tells each man 
many things to watch out for and gives him 
an idea of what is expected of him. The 
surgeon examines each man and, if healthy, 
pronounces him eligible for the next step in 
the training station, and so the month-old 
sailor is sent to the big barracks. 


At the Barracks. | 


Upon arrival there a hammock made of 
canvas, lashing, and clew ropes are given 
each man and he is taught how to sling, 
lash, and adjust his individual sleeping 
gear. The hammock is the best bed in the 
world—so soft and pliant: always a soft 
spot where it is needed, and no danger of 
the covers falling off, of of the sleeper roll- 
ing out of bed. At night when the recruit 
unties or “slings” his hammock he is mak- 
ing his bed for the night. 


Bag and hammock inspection is held once 
each week, and each man must have his 
outfit scrupulously clean and “laid out” cor- 
rectly. There is personal inspection each 
morning and genera! inspection each Sat- 
urday, when all men on the island are re- 
quired to be present and in full dress. At 
this inspection if anyone is seen to have 
an unclean garment he is given extra duty. 
Inspection of the buildings and grounds is 
held each Thursday and everything must 
be “spick and span.” Wednesday nights 
“Dad,” the old “jimmy-legs” or master-at- 
arms who has charge of the big mess hall, 
has his prayer-meetings. and all the bad 
boys have to come and knee! and pray with 
a “holy stone.” This is a great happening, 
as the decks of the hall must be “stoned” 
once each week with big stones and wet 
sand, and then mopped with soapy water 
and “swabs.” The chaplain has a real 
prayer meeting on the same night, and it is 
easily seen that his meeting is more patron- 
ized than that of the master-at-arms. 

One of the initial instructions given: the 
new men is how to take care of themselves 
in the water. There is a swimming pool, 
with heated water, and officers are detailed 
to teach the men how to swim. 

The drills are now taken up in earnest, 
and the best company wins the ‘‘colors” at 
the Wednesday battalion drill. Four times 
a week the companies have boat drill, under 
sails and oars, and sometimes lifeboat 
are given with the 
small rowing and sailing cutters, ani 
aboard the training ship. At other periods 
come the ordnance, marksmanship and ar- 
tifiery drills, where uses and kinds of 
shelis, explosives and mines, also the guns 
and parts are carefully explained to the 
apprentices. “Seamanship” in the “rig- 


ging loft” where the tangled mysteries of | 
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knots and splices, the ‘‘scared bowline” an‘! 
the “double carrick bend” are unraveled to 
the young sailors. 

On visiting days, Wednesdays (battalion 
drill,) Saturdays and Sundays are heid 
baseball games, and there is not a man who 
is not a real “fan’ when it comes to this 
game. There is always a crowd from the 
nearby cities in attendance, relatives and 
friends of the boys and officers. On other 
afternoons there are many athletic games 
and contests, for which prizes and medals 
are awarded. Two or three times a week 
there is a moving pictures show, and twice 
a month a company of actors presents a play 
for the benefit of the boys. There are 
prizes offered for “local talent” and “fine” 
shows are sometimes seen. All the prizes 
and the cost of the athletic goods come 
from the chaplain’s amusement fund, which 
is the revenue from the papers, barber 
shop, and pool tables, which really is the 
profit from the’ boy’s own spending. Skat- 
ing is allowed during the week evenings, 
and much fun is caused from this exercise 
and amusement. 

The walls pt the immense drill hall are 
covered with representations of flags of all 
nations, and the signal codes used in the 
navy. Wherever the eye looks there is op- 
portunity to learn. A huge compass face 


‘is painted on the walls, and all the boys 


soon learn to “box” or bound the sea- 
guider. There is a “log.” and “leadline,”’ 
where the “marks” and “deeps” can be 
learned. Out on the pier there is’ the 
“chain” or shelf where “heaving the lead” 
is taught and it takes no time to get the 
knack of throwing the weighted line that 
indicates the depth of the sea. The drill 
hall is well ventilated and heated, and many 
happy hours are spent in the sailor's leisure 
time “dozing” under the radiators, getting 
in extra naps. The place is a veritable 
house of knowledge, there being all these 
representations of signals and flags. At 
one end of the hall is a mounted and ‘‘full- 
rigged” thirty-foot sailing cutter, 
which many practical ideas may be learned, 


Battalion Drill. 


When a company has been at the bar- 
racks for a week or more it is made one of 
the battalion and takes an active part in 
the general routine work of the station. 
One week is spent on detail in the mess 
hall, ground detail and various small du- 
ties. Each morning at the “setting-up” ex- 
ercises the battalion is assembled and the 
drill starts. Many of the physical drills 
are timed to the popular marches and two- 
steps, played by the station band. The 
drill with the nine-pound rifles is called the 
“grinder,” and the name is VWefitting the 
strenuous exercise with the guns. ; 

Reveille bugle call is sounded at 5:30 
a.m., When “all hands” are “turned out” and 
“lash and stow” their hammocks in the 
“nettings.” The decks, as the upper floors 
of the barracks are called, must be cleared 
in fifteen minutes, when “‘turn to” call is 
sounded and all the men on detail must be 
at their respective cleaning stations. 
After this is finished the men have ample 
time to wash, smoke and prepare them- 
selves for breakfast, which is “piped down” 
at 7:15. Then there is freedom until 8 
o'clock, when “colors goes,” and everyone 
stands at “attention” while the band plays 
the national air, then salute, as Old Glory is 
unfurled to the balmy breezes at the top of 
the flagpole. The setting-up drill follows 
for half an hour, then company drill for 
the rest of the period. At 9 the battalion 
is dismissed and “sick call” is sounded, 
and all men who do not feel well consult 
the doctor. At 9:30 “assembly” calls the 
men to the morning inspection, which is 
followed by “passing review,” and then 
the several drills that the companies are 
scheduled for. 

At 11 o’clock come dismissal and freedow 
until noon, when dinner is served and then 
more freedom until 1. when the battalio: 
is once more assembled, and mustered. 
The order is given: “All hands over the 
masthead,” which means that everyone 
must march down to the dock and onto the 
ship and climb hand-over-hand the “‘riz- 
ging,” up to the top of the main mast and 
down the other side on the ropes. This is 
great fun and all are taught how to “run” 
up the “shrouds” and hang onto the cables

| but they are striking oil sixty miles back 
from the sea, and the region in which the 
_ prospecting is going on is said to be about} 
| as large as the State of Illinois and over a 
distance twice as large as the State of Mas- 
_sachusetts wells have already been sunk, 
In many places oi] has been struck at 400 
or 500 feet, but the best wells are much 
deeper, and the great gushers have come 
from a depth of 1800 or 2000 feet. 
| Take, for instance, gusher No. 4, or the 
| Potrero del Liano No. 4, which has a ca 
pacity of 110,000 barrels a day. That well 
belongs to the Pearson syndicate, and I 
| have just had a talk with one of the engi- 
_ neers who has to do with its working. The 
hole was bored three years ago. When the 
oil was struck it burst forth in a great 
| stream which rose to a height of 400 feet, | 


in the efforts to shut off this Dos Bocas 
well. The owners tried everything to ex- 
tinguish the flames, but it was only when 
the salt water of some subterranean chan- 
nel broke through that they were choked. 


This water became mixed with the oil and 


ruined the well. [| am told the oil still flows 
and that there is a lake of oil and water 
there which is hot now, although the fire 
itself has disappeared. The mixture is 
valueless. 

Another well is the Casiana well, which 
produces 24,000 barrels a day, and scattered 
over the field are other wells which are 
running from 500 to 2500 barrels a day. 

These are not fairy stories. I have be 
fore me a report of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey as to the big gusher of 119,- 
000 barrels daily capacity.

It is a British syn- 
dicate, backed by the Pearsons, which has 
also large interests in Mexican railways. 
electric plants and mines. Its ofl branch 
has a paid-up capitalization of $25,000,000, 
and the market value of the stock is twice 
that amount. ft has altogether more than 
a half million acres of oil land. — 

The Waters-Plerce Company was until 
lately a branch of the Standard O11 Com- 
pany. It has large interests, including stor 
age tanks on the rivers. And then we have 
the Mexican Petroleum Company, which is 
largely controlled by California ofl men. It 
has an authorized capital of $50,000,000, and 
it ewnes sometiiing like 700.000 acres of 
lend, much of which is still unexplored. 


One of the Mextean Petroleum Company's 
wells has been producing for more than two. 
years, and although only partially opened 
it turms out 25.000 barrels of ofl a day. This | 


company is now erecting storage tanks near 
Tampico, while the Texas Company is doing 
likewise on a tract of land of about a thous 
and acres opposite this port. The latter 
company has already constructed a tem- 
gorary wharf and is shipping oi] to the 
United States ports. 

In addition to these companies there are 
others operating in the vicinity. and alto- 
gether there are over thirty different or 
ganizations at work. 


These new oil felds extend for hundreds 
of miles along the Mexican gulf. The 
profitable wells are seattered all the way 
from here to Vera Crez and oil has been 
found in paying quantities farther south 
and on the isthmus of Tehuantepec. The 
exact width ef the territory is not defined, 


and it continued to spout for more than 
three months before it could be controlled. 
During that time it was pouring forth petro- | 
leum at the rate of 5000 barrels an hour, |

The trail narrowed in places to five or 
six inches, winding in and out half-way 
down the canyon side. We halted as we 
rounded one point and another, to look 
down and marvel over the beauty below 
us. It was two years, lacking two months, 
since we had traversed this fascinating way. 
On that former time, the trees filling the 
canyon bottom were so full of leaf that 
their mass was impenetrable from above. 
Now, however, alders, maples and cotton- 
woods were bare. Only the perennial white 
Oaks and dark glossy bays spread their 
green below us, and through the gracefv! 
unclothed limbs of the other trees we could 
see plainly the clear brown water of the 
Stream, slipping over gravel and gray peb- 
bles or dashing itself against obstructing 


_ Just to stand still and look down on this 
Canyon world, shut off from the world of 
men in a paradise all its own, shimmering 
in the soft spring sunshine which poured 
from a forget-me-not sky as if into a cup 
Made for the holding of peace and beauty, 
Was enough to deepen all one’s conception 
of the goodness of living. Spring in these 


water was so clear and the colors 
at the bottom were so varied—leaves oi 
differing shape and color, stones and rocé

And oh, the zest of eating good, satisfy- 
ing food out in the midst of such stimulat- 
One of the most gratet«l 
sensations in the whole realm of sense is 
to feel keen hunger and to appease it wita 
wholesome things. 

All the nerve weariness I had brought 
from town, the accumvlation of rushed and 
illogically crowded days ever since Christ- 
mas, went farther from my presence with 
each quiet moment spent there by the 
stream, until, luncheon over, I spread my 
haversack on the soft brown leaves for a 
mattress, laid out a clean paper bag for a 
pillow, pulled my sweater over my shoul- 
ders, propped my hat over my eyes, and 
gave myself to the complete relaxation of 
sleep, lulled by the song of the water, and 
warmed by the soft coverlid of the after- 
noon sunshine. 

When we sat up, we saw that high, far 
fog was blowing like smoke across the 
strip of blue visible above the canyon walls, 
so we decided to begin our course down 
stream, by which the homeward road lay. 
An adjusting of hat pins, a glance into the 
femininely-indispensable pocket mirror, the 
swinging of a haversack and a kodak strap 
over our respective shoulders, and we were 
once more fresh for journeying.

Two boisterous animals soon burst upon 
our vision, ramping toward us with chal- 
lenging voices, but welcoming tails. They 
crossed the stream to meet us, leaping 
safely and daintily from rock to rock. One 
proved to be a mere puppy, and one of the 
most attractive, lovable little shaggy fel- 
lows that we had ever seen, with wonderful! 
eyes and a merry countenance 

Here were two tenthouses revealed to 
view, with a buckboard, variovs screens, 
tables and chairs outside, and a very mascu- 
line laundry on the clothes line—two pink 
shirts and a blue one. Besides the dogs, 
the wild animals in sight were a couple 
of burros, browsing white goat, and a man. 

The man sat at a large table with his 
back toward the trail. He had a heap of 
cut ferns—large lacy brakes—in front of 
him, which he was carefully trimming and 
packing together as if for shipment. He 
did not look up, more than to give the dogs 
a fleeting glance from the tail of his eye, 
as we passed. The dogs sped the parting, 
as they had welcomed the coming, guests, 
going with us as far as the next crossing 
of the stream, where they left us and re- 
turned to camp. 

Stillness fell gradually about wus once 
again. We came to wider open spaces 
green under foct with fine new grass. The 
sunlight came through the wide-spread 
branches of big canyon oaks. New shoots 
of blackberry vine showed beside the wa- 
ter. 

Our trail had long since widened to a 
road, and several unoccupied camp bunga- 
lows showed that the invasion of the sum- 
mer settler with his goods and chattels 
had already doomed the lower canyon to 
exploitation. It made us sad, not only with 
the selfish sadness of the pioneer who is 
loth to lose one iota of his earlier isolation 
and freedom, but with the deeper sadness 
the reverent must always feel at the en- 
tering of the money-changer into the tem- 
ple. 

Then the road deviated from the stream, 
‘climbed the canyonside and led us into the 
valley road, paved with asphalt and trav- 
ersed by the superficial sightseer in an 
automobile.

(jae satire is a rare literary bird. 


Alas, that we have 

in this country! But it will come when 
we are more sophisticated, when we have 
mastered the lesser arts, when we have 
cutgrown our provincial self-conscientious- 
ness and hyper-sensitiveness, and are able 
to look upon life and ourselves with un 
derstanding eyes. Satire is essentially the 
product of culture, for it is, in one of its 
principal phases, a burlesque of culture, 
and until we have genuine culture, we are 
sensitive of any criticism of our actions. 
Then again, an intellectual capacity of high 
order is needed for the attainment of this 
most difficult of the literary arts. There 
have been several attempts in America at 
satire, but in nearly every successful in- 
stance the author who has wrestled with 
this form of writing has had temperamental 
affinities with the Continentalists. I am 
thinking now particularly of Henry L 
Mencken's “The Artist.” Mencken is more 
Teutonic than Saxon, and his German blood 
and temperament give him those qualities 
which fit him for satire. 

The greatest living satirist in England 
today is Max Beerbohm. When his novel, 
“Zuleika Dobson,” was printed in this coun- 
try, I tentatively made this assertion, and 
! find now, that on the publication of his 
second book in America-—“A Christmas 
Garland,” this idea seems to be gaining a 
foothold among the more discerning critics. 
It is interesting to note that only one copy 
of “Zuleika Dobson” was sold in Los An- 
geles. Yet here was perhaps the one mod- 
ern satirical masterpiece in our language. 

It is with the hope that more than one 
copy of “A Christmas Garland” will be 
sold in Los Angeles that I am devoting 
this space to it. The book is deserving of 
recognition—even of popularity. It is the 
raciest and most pointed bit of literary 
“artistry of the season. What Max has 
tempted to do in this book thas been 
tempted 100 times before by leaser 
but in every previous instance the 
has been a burlesque not a satire, 
there is a vast difference between 
two forms of literature. 


nuances, to catch the temperamental sptrit 


is what Max has done, and has done it 
with sheer artistry, with subtle and telling 
strokes. The result is that we have be- 


ery ome imagines that to imitate Henry 
James fs to write a sentence of two pages, 
full of conjunctions, interpolations, apole 
gies, reiterations and parentheses. But this 
is the obvious thing to do, and after all it 
is merely an external and physical phase 
of Henry James, whose style is simply a 
refiection of his mental processes. When 
Max satirises him he catches the internal 
workings of this expatriated American, 
which is really the cause of which his style 
is but the effect. As a matter of fact, 
the sentences used by Beerbohm in this 
satire are not particularly long, but the 
ratiocinations, as brought out in the essay 
are replete in those psychological circum- 
locutions which Have made Henry James 
at once the delight and the despair of the 
eritics. |

The Armory Show. 

The international exhibition ot modern. 
art now being held at the Fifty-ninth Regi- 
ment Armory on Lexington avenue, New 
York, is attracting wide attention. It has 
been well financed and well advertised. It 
is bringing into undue prominence men who 
stand for nothing, and it is proving a money 
making scheme. Some of the greatest of 
modern masters are represented, but it can- 
not be denied that the post-impressionists. 
and cubists predominate. 

We are always interested in the sincere 
work of any artist. An artist is a monarch, 
sole sovereign, in that he paints as he 
pleases. For generations we have thought 
of art as a harmony—a fine relationship of 
spaces, of lines, of color. It is hard for us 
to think otherwise of it. The cubists and 
impressionists and post-impressionists and 
post-post-impressionists and so on are en- 
deavoring to convince us that art is not 
necessarily a harmony. From an impres- 
sion of some of the canvases, we should say 
that they distinctly want us to know that 
art is a jarring, screaming, eye-aching 
farce—and worse—created solely for the 
purpose of shocking the public. There are 
hundreds of canvases in the exhibition as 
repulsive and ugly as could possibly be 
imagined. Harmony is the highest type of 
man’s achievement. 


Some of these men 


| have thrown the inheritance of the ages 


aside and are endeavoring to begin art 


anew. If they use the mediums of the past | 


—that is, paint, brushes, canvases, etc., they 
must of necessity express in like manner. 
Imagine, if you please, a canvas seen at 
a distance of fifty feet. Crude, hard, white 
lilies outlined with a cruder, hard, black 


line placed on a flaming red-orange back- 
ground. No thought is there of fine spac- 
ings, or line, or color—only a very crude 
“impresion” (poor overworked phrase!) 
Imagine, again, a picture styled “Lady De- 
scending Stairs,” which, by one’s twist- 
ing and turning this side and that, is for all 
the world but a bundle of shingles! If these 
people insist that they must not in any 
manner represent nature, why do they give 
their canvases nature’s names to puzzle the 
layman? 
It is said (and after seeing the pictur 

one is fully prepared to believe the prepos- 


terous story) that a canvas signed by “A 


Progressive” (it should have been by “An 
Ass”) was painted in the following man- 
ner: In Paris a beautiful large new canvas 
was prepared. It was placed on the easel, 
outdoors among cool green trees and sing- 
ing birds (for atmosphere.) A donkey was 
led up, its hind-quarters smeared with paint, 
and backed up to the canvas. The result 
was a typical post-post-post-impressionistic 
creation. Fancy such stuff being exhibited 
before the public! 

It seems to be the disinterested observer 
that the general atmosphere of this exhibi- 
tion is unhealthy. Hundreds of the pictures 
are vilely and lowly conceived. Please bear 
in mind that the expression used was “gen- 
eral atmosphere”’—for among the common 
riff-raff are some of the finest pictures of 
the greatest artists of today and yesterday. 
These are by far in the minimum, however, 
and it is very hard to see them, placed as 
they are. 

Now for some individuals. Rodin is there 
with all his rugged strength. George Gray 
Barnard is well represented with some very 
feeling marble. Puvis de Chavannes, one 
of the greatest of artists of modern times, 
has a number of glowing compositions. 
There are two very typical Corots; an ex- 
quisite portrait by Whistler; some very 
high-keyed Childe Hassams; some fine

Charlies H. Davis, one of our best land- 
scape painters, controls attention, as does 
Charles Hopkinson, who is fine in color and 
texture. John Marin, a very advanced im- 
pressionist, is there with some lovely color. 
Monet and Sisley (the Englishman) with 
their vibratory, colorful creations; Goya, a 
magnificent designer; Ingres, very meager- 
ly represented; Dodge McKnight, a water- 
colorist of splendid power: Manet, the first 
impressionist; George Bellows, with some 
very clever work; Mary Cassatt, with her 
lovely subjects, and Robert Chanler—all 
have one or more canvases. 

Cezane, the post-impressionist, works in 
rather a low key. Gustav Cimiatti has some 
fine composition. Paul Gaugin has one can- 
vas which is primitive, yes—but lovely, 
rich and warm in color, and harmonious. 
Other canvases of his are decidedly impres- 
sionistic—crude, horrible. Matisse, also, 
seems to be contradictory; in one room is a 
most charming picture—in the next are 
some hard, brutal, horrible works. Before 
the works of Francis Picabia you hold your 
breath at their boldness and crudeness. One 
coulé mention many, many other would-bes, 
but they are not worth while.

In years but recently passed the strong- 
est tourist attraction possessed by River- 
side, next to being the “original home of 
the Riverside Washington navel orange,” | 
was Magnolia avenue and its grand old | 
trees. And passing time has but enhanced | 
the value of the latter. The orange-grow- 
ing industry has developed to such an ex- 
tent, over so large a territory, thaf River- 
side may no longer claim the unique dis- 
tinction which it once possessed, of being 
the one great center and attraction in re- 
gard to this gigantic golden crop. Mag- 
nolia avenue still remains a famous high- 
way and the judicious care and protection 
exercised over the aligning trees by J. H. 
Reed has of recent years much improved 
their condition and attractiveness, both in- 
dividuality and collectively. 

Surely and steadily, yet quite rapidly 
this planting has been supplemented by 
the general planting, under official super- 
vision, of all her streets and highways, un- 
til Riverside is becoming renowned as the 
hest-planted city on the Pacific Coast. To 
keep pace with her street planting has 
come the gradual development of another 
great attraction, Rubidoux Heights. First 
came the making of a fine ascending road 
of easy grade and each year some well- | 
conceived planting and forestation have | 
been carried on, so that each year this . 
miniature rock-bound mountain range | 
reaches a greater and growing importance | 
and landscape beauty. Next in the pro |

Mushrooms and Toadstools. 


BULLETIN has just been issued, under 
the title" Mushrooms and Toadstools.” 
by the University of California, that should 
prove of interest and value to all con- 


In common pariance a toadstool is con- 
sidered poisonous, while the name mush-. 
room is applied to supposed edible species. | 
No such distinction really exists, nor is. 
there any tenable or even distinguishable | 
ground for such terms. 

The purpose of the bulletin is to safe: | 
guard the public against reliance upon so0- | 
called “tests” as to the poisonous nature 
of certain species, and all popular theories 
are exploded. The most prominent of 
these is the “silver test.” As there are 
poisonous and non-poisonous species that” 
act alike on silver, this test is of no value | 
whatever and this is likewise true of every | 
test so far known except the test of eat-. 
ing and thig is obviously both unpopular | 
and dangerous. The “peeling test” works 
the same on both edible and poisonous | 
species, so does the “bitter” or “peppery” | 
or “disagreeable taste.” How then may one 
cistinguish between the two classes? Ex- 
perience is the only true guide. To this | 
may be added an intimate botanical | 
knowledge of the many species and va- 
rieties—a knmnowiedge possessed by but 
few.

Shakespeare’s Garden at Present. 


T IS not often that celebrated men end 

their days in the town or hamlet which 
gave them birth, although there are some 
few instances of this. William Shakespeare, 
however, the Immortal Bard, after a pros- 
perous career in London, returned, a 
wealthy citizen, to spend the rest of his life 
amid the pastoral scenery of his youth.

Useful Native Plants. 


HERE is surely no- plant which grows, in 

any part of the world, without its use 
either to insect, bird, beast, or man. But to 
wander amid the marvels of the insect 
world or to trace the life-history of bird 
and beast; to examine how far one plant af- 
fords food and other shelter would lead us 
far afield, and it would become impossible 
to follow clearly the infinite intricacies of 
that chain which links together the vast 
machinery of creation. 

Even when considered in regard to the 
human race, and limited to our own coun- 
try alone, how very many plants there are 
not merely pleasing to the eye, but of use 
directly, or indirectly, in their various sea- 
sons. In every age mankind has sought 
among the herbs of the field not merely 
sources of food and of clothing, but of heal- 
ing and of strength as well as of delight. 
Many of those numerous plants either 
grown by our forefathers in their gardens, 
or patiently culled from field and wayside, 
as remedies for all the physical—nay, even 
the mental—ills to which man is liable, 
have now fallen into desuetude. From 
other climates we bring herbs, roots, and 
flowers which, in their efficacy, have sup- 
planted our more homely pharmacopoeia. In 
remote country places, however, many 
herbs are still valued which long since have 
been forgotten by dwellers in our arid 
towns. Much that is of interest might be 
brought together as to the almost forgotten 
uses, in medicine, of many of our native 
plants. |

Salads from Weeds. : 

ATERCRESS—formerly spelt “kerse,.” 

whence our saying, “not worth a 
kerse” (curse)—was among the ancients 
thought to cure mental diseases. It is, how- 
ever, now valued not only as an excellent 
salad plant, but also as an anti-scorbutic, 
possibly because sulphur is said to exist in 
its foliage. Its popularity among all classes 
sufficiently attests the value of this little 
plant now growing wild everywhere. 

Chicory, or wild succory, makes a good 
salad, and for that purpose is sometimes 
blanched so as to remove al! bitter taste. It 
is also sometimes used as a fodder plant 
for sheep. The large tap root is also used 
for the adulteration of coffee. Though es- 
caped from cultivation locally, it is much 
more common in Central Califofnia. 

Celery in its wild state is unwholesome, 
and even sometimes poisonous, and is found 
aiong all our streams. .t was to render the

The Nasturtium: A Butterfly’s Flower. 


W HY does the long projection exist so 
well balanced? Why are the petals of 
such vastly different shapes? What reason 
prompts the flower to dab its colors and 
graceful dark lines over its surface? What 
is the purpose of the fence just within its 
throat? The flower seems to actually invite 
investigation, so plain are its intentions. It 
is essentially a butterfiy’s flower. 

The long outstanding shaft is a honey-pot, 
as may be easily proved upon chewing it, 
or squeezing it. while holding it before a 
bright light, when its rectar will be pumped 
up and down. But besides the sweet taste 
a more pungent bitter one will be noticed. 
This latter deters biting flies from approach- 
ing the valuable substance by gnawing 
their way through the shaft, and, as a rule, 
they would be too large to force their way 
down the interior. The amount of honey 
which might be removed by very small flies 
would be too insignificant for consideration.

From be- 
neath its head projects a trunk about as 
long, roughly speaking, as its own body, but 
very thin, and almost resembling a hair. 
As a rule this trunk is coiled up tightly like 
a spring. The legs of the insects are pro- 
vided with a few .pairs of large spikes or 
spines which project at sharp angles from 
Yhe limbs. 

When a butterfly alights upon a nastur- 
ium, the throat of which is so charmingly 
exposed outwardly to receive it, it pushes 
its head and forepart as far as possible 
inside the flower, and hitches the spikes on 
its legs over the fence of bristles, from 
which there is then no fear of dislodgment. 
Uncoiling its delicate trunk it: thrusts it 
down along the shaft, and easily makes its 
meal, abstracting the pollen unconsciously 
for transference to another blossom to fer- 
tilize it. .

N eric H. Stoneburn. My dear sir—For 
some months past I have been read- 

ing your poultry articles with greatest in- 
terest. I have been impressed with the 
obvious fact that you are sincere in your 
belief in the industry and its possibilities. 
May I not, therefore, impose upon your 
time sufficiently to state my personal case 
and ask your honest advice? I will speak 
frankly. | 

Can I take my family into the country 
and make a comfortable living raising 
poultry? Here are the facts in the case. 

I am 42 years of age. My family con- 
sists of my wife and two sons, the latter 
being 15 and 12 years of age. I am em- 
ployed by a big business house, on an an- 
nual salary, which has remained practically 
the same for several years past, and which 
is probably as large now as it ever will be. 

During recent years the cost of living has 
increased so rapidly that I have experi- 
enced considerable trouble in making in- 
come and outgo break even. We simply. 
cannot lay by a dollar under present con- 
ditions. Further, my health seems to be 
suffering, probably because of continuous 
confinement in the office, and I am appar- 
ently developing a case of “‘nerves,” which 
makes me uncomfortable and impairs my 
business efficiency. 
_ For some time I have been investigating 
agricultural, matters and wondering 
whether I might not do as well on a little 
farm as I am now doing in the city, merely 
make a comfortable living, and also regain

robust health through outdoor work. As a 


boy I lived on a farm, so I am not entirely 
ignorant of farm life. However, I-went to 
the city at an early age and-for over a 
quarter of a century have lost practical 
touch with rural affairs. Personally, I am

working on a little place. The boys are 
crazy to.try it; the wife is willing to do 
what is best for the family. But modern 
agricultural methods are so different from 
those I learned at home, and my responsi- 
bility to care for my family is so great, 
that I hesitate to break loose from a per- 
manent salaried position and enter a new 
field. In a word, I lack experience and ex- 
act information, and that naturally makes 
it difficult for me to reach a decision. Will 
you not help me? 

We have racher limited assets, say about 
$3000 in cash, plenty of decent clothing and 
a complete outfit of hovsehold furniture.

But there are other considerations aside 
from that of mere money-making. Social 
life, the opportun#Hies for self-improvement, 
educational advantages, all have their bear- 
ing on the subject, especially where wife 
and children are concerned.

The Dark Cornish, formerly called the 
Cornish Indian Game, originated in the 
county of Cornwall, England, where it is 
largely bred. From there it spread over 
the British empire and to the United States. 

Statements regarding the origin of this 
fowl are very conflicting. At one time it 
was maintained that the breed was a ‘direct 
importation from the East Indies. This 
was probably due to its resemblance to %ne 
of its progenitors, the Aseel Game, which 
is of Asiatic origin. However, the consen- 
sus of opinion leans toward a cross of ihe 
Aseel on old English Game and a top crcss 
of Malay Game. These crosses were made 
and the breed originated about seventy 
years ago, and the breed established and 
improved both in fancy requirements and 
table qualities, so that it !s now a most 
desirable fowl. It has been used exten- 
sively for crossing with other varieties to 
obtain fine-grained heavy-meated tab'e 
poultry, and is itself included in the an- 
cestry of some of our most popular Amert- 
can breeds. 

The Dark Cornish was extremely pop- 
ular in America about twenty years ago, 
its full, plump breast and rich yellow sin 
and legs making it a desirable and attrac- 
tive addition to our table fowls. It is, how- 
ever, a heavy-boned fowl, slow’ in 
growth. This latter fact operates against 
its successful use in its purity on large 
poultry farms making the growing of tabi? 
poultry a specialty. It is, however, used 
by them extensively for crossing with other 
fowls for this purpose, and such _CTOSSes 
produce the finest quality of roasting fowls. 


As a layer, the Dark Cornisn hen does 
not rank high in the number of eggs per 


year, but her eggs are conceded to be very 
rich and fine flavored. 7 

In shape the Dark Cornish is like the 
illustration, giving the impression of mas- 
siveness and muscular development and 
creating the wrong impression that it is a 
ferocious fighter, which it certainly is not. 
The males will, of course, fight among 


themselves about as do Wyandottes and! 


other like fowls, but it has none of the 
“fight-to-the-finish” disposition of the 
Games. Its legs are short, thick and set 
wide on the fowl; its shoulders broad and 
prominent; the breast full and round, and 
the head broad and short, with the distinc- 
tive characteristic of an overhanging brow. 
In color the male is glossy, greenish black, 
excepting the secondary feathers of the 
wings, which are dark red edged with black, 
and the neck hackle, each feather of which 
is shafted with crimson. The female has a 
black hackle with a red shaft to each 
feather. The main tail feathers are black. 
The balance of her feathering is.a deep bay, 
double laced with glossy, greenish black. 
The formation of this lacing follows the 
outline of the feather. The males weigh 
from seven and one-half to nine pounds and 
the females from five and one-half to six 
and one-half pounds. It is one of our most 
interesting fowls to breed to perfection, 
and its breeders are very ardent fanciers. 
There is no doubt that it is a source of 
considerable satisfaction to raise excep- 
tionally good specimens of this breed and 
exhibit them to fellow-fanciers. There is a 
decided increase in the number of these 
fowls being shown, which seems to indicate 
that the Dark Cornish are. regaining their 
popularity.

The chemistry of the soil, the chemistry of 
foods produced by the soil, and the chem- 
istry of the human body, are made up of the 
same elements. 

It is the chemistry of the blood produced 
by the chemistry of food taken from the 
chemistry of the soi! that circulates through 
the capillary system and _ distributes the 
strength and nourishment of your food 
through your entire body. If your circula- 
tion is congested your body receives littie 
benefit from the food you eat, and your 
blood does not carry off the accumulated 
waste matter, and in consequence, chemical 
changes take place in the bodys. 

‘Your health depends upon tkhe-chemistry 
and the free flowing cireulatton of your 
blood: conzested circulation is a cause of 
disease. To maintain normal circulation 
the blood must contain or be supplied with 
the essential chemical elements from which 
ali parts of the body are built. Very few 
people realize how important the chemistry 
and the circulation of the blood is to the 
sustaining and the building up of the body. 


A Man Is No Oller Than His Arteries. 


hardenirg of the arteries (arterio 
sclerosis) is a disease which is killing 
good men and women long before their 
time: that is, before the time promised 
them in their youth from all the indications 
_-fhen existing. It is due to a chemical de- 
posit in the lining of the arteries——brain or 
body—because the natural channels through 
which this deposited material should go ou- 
are clogged. This deposit causes a brittle- 
ness of the arteries. The elasticity of the 
blood vessels is destroyed. They become 
like old and hardened rubber pipes, which 
are incapable of carrying any stream with- 
out bursting. 


Unduc Blood Pressure. 
‘+ ET such a tondition as the foregoing 


prevail in the small arteries of the brain 


‘and you can readily see that when any ex- 
tra blood pressure is put upon them some- 
thing will pen. A man may think he 
is in perfect Ith and unknowingly put 
some strain on his vessels, such as over- 
indulgence in eating or drinking, perhaps 
some physical strain, as lifting or running 
for a train, some slight or big strain, it mat- 
ters little. The inelastic and clogged blood 
vessels cannot stand it and one or more 
bursts, allowing the escaping blood to flow 
over the sensitive cells of the brain. 


Disastrous Results. 


ATURALLY we would expect nature to 

assert herself in no uncertain way, in- 
asmuch as the blood stream has been ser'i- 
ously interfered with. And we get what 
may reasonably be expected from such a 
condi\:on—sometimes paralysis, sometimes 
apoplexy. 

The extent of this shock depends upon 


’ .. what region of the brain is flooded and the 


size of the artery which has burst. Usually 
it is one of the smaller .rteries In the re- 
gion of the motor center of the brain—the 
part which controls the movements of the 
limbe. 

Fortunately for some, the blood clot be- 
comes absorbed and the victim recov- 
ers the use of his limbs. Nature may 
do the adjusting or she may need assist- 
ance; it depends upon the general condition 
of the individual. If nothing is done to pre- 
vent a recurrence the arteries remain in a 
breakable state and the next rupture will be 
a larger one, and hence the damage more se- 
rious—perhaps fatal. Each time it isa larger 
artery which breaks; consequently, a greater 

brain area is flooded. Centers governing 
the action of the heart or respiration are 


flooded and death is sure to follow. These 
are the only reasons for the old saying: 
“The third attack will kill him.”

produced. That is, some of the functions 
of the kidneys are affected or stopped and 
we have serious trouble. If it is the vea- 
ele of the liver, then this organ becomes 
a menace to health and eventually to life. 
Cirrhosis of the liver is one of the diseases 
resulting from this condition.

Chemical Compounds Arrange:! by Nature. 


OU can demonstrate to your own satis- 

faction that the health of man and of the 
vegetable kingdom are so closely related 
that one may be said to be actually de- 
pendent upon the other. Everything in life 
is a matter of transformation or progres- 
sion with the mineral which goes up to man. 
it is the mineral that produces the plant, 
the animal satisfies upon the plant, man 
satisfies upon both plant and the animal—ic 
means health and strength for one and 
health and strength for the other; that 
which brings weakness, disease and death 
to the lower strata of organic life brings 
the same inheritance upon the higher or- 
ganism or upon man himself. 


Chemistry as a Science. 


CIENCE is a knowledge of facts and 

forces. This being a self-evident fact, it 
needs no argument to prove that chemistry 
stands hich in the list of the sciences. It 
is intimately connected with all the phe- 
nomena of nature; the causes of rain, snow, 
hail, dew, wind, earthquakes; even the 
changes of the seasons can never be ex- 
plored with any chance of success while we 
are ignorant of chemistry; and the vegeta- 
tion of plants and the most tmportant func- 
tions of man have received all this illustra-

ition from the same source. 


No study can 
give us more exalted ideas of the wisdoin 
and goodness of the great first cause than 
this, which shows us everywhere the most 
astonishing effects produced by the most 
simple, though adequate means, and dis- 
plays to our view the great care which has 
everywhere been taken to secure the con:- 
fort and happiness of every living creature. 


Food Prepared for Absorption. : 
‘HE chemistry of the body prepares the 
food for absorption. Through its rela 

tion with the nervous system, the blood con- 
trols many of the unconscious functions of 
the body. As soon as the food enters the 
gastro-intestinal tract it is indirectly con- 
trolled by the blood. The condition of the 
blood and the nature of the solvents, fer- 
ments and waste material it contains, de- 
cides the amount of hydrochloric acid, fer- 
ments, various juices and alkalines to be 
secreted; and these in turn control the 
chemical formula of digestion. 

The various digestive secretions act 
chemically on the widely-different food- 
stuffs, splitting them into chemical com- 
pounds, thus preparing them for absorption. 
Through its influence upon the epitherial 
cells, the blood receives directly or in- 
directly the materials it needs to carry on 
its functions, and whatever material is re- 
fused by these cells is passed out as waste. 

A part of the material taken into the blood 
is further prepared by tissue cells in the 
liver, while a part passes through the lym'- 
phatics and is split up into chemical com- 
pounds by the action of the ferments and 
thrown into the blood. The organic ma- 
terials absorbed by the blood are again 
modified by the blood itself and rendered 
fit for the blood and tissue cells. | 


To Maintain a Perfect State of Health. 


IVE a man the right kind of food, thai 

contains the essential chemical elements, 
in the proper proportions, and he will main- 
tain a comparatively perfect state of health. 
Deprive him of some of the chemical food 
elements that his body requires and a dis- 
ease develops. A plant secures its nourish- 
ment from the chemistry of the soil, and /f 
the chemical elements are not there disease 
and death follow. 

It is these chemical elements that the hu- 
man body demands, if it is to enjoy a 


healthy existence. Take away any of them, 
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If it is one or more of the tiny arteries or 


and to that extent, at least, you weaken 
the body. 
_ By correcting these chemical errors—sup- 


disease can be eliminated. If you are famil- 
iar with the chemistry of the human body 
you understand that only the chemical ele- 
ments used in the creation of the body are 
required to restore it to health when once 
its functional power becomes impaired. It 
must be understood that the success of 
treating a disease depends upon giving to 
the body, in some form, that which is daily 
taken away. In each case the physician 
should ascertain the cause and then the 
cause may be removed by correcting the 
dietary. It is not always wrong foods, nor 
unwholesome foods, but may be the wrong 
combination of pure foods, or an over- 
indulgence of pure foods. 


Impoverished Blood. 


NYTHING that weakens or destroys the 

chemical elements of the blood is in- 
stantly felt throughout the whole body. 
The heart and stomach fail to act with 
vigor, constipation ensues, the liver be 
comes congested, the kidneys work irregnu- 
larly, oftentimes we develop congested or 
poor circulation, causing nervousness, pain, 
rheumatism and neuralgia. Then again, 
physical derangements may follow—paraly- 
sis, loss of movement, convulsions, jerky, 
spasmodic movement, tremor and agitated 
movement. Just as poor soil will impover- 
ish that which it produces, so will poor food 
impoverish the blood, and the blood is the 
life of the being. When buying foods tno 
little attention is given -to the quality. The 
carelessness and ignorance that exists ac- 
counts in a great measure for the miser- 
able physical life lived by so many. 

It is now generally agreed among chem- 
ists that we manufacture enough poison in 
our alimentary canal and small intestines 
to kill us before the day is over, were it 
not that these poisons are neutralized by 
the chemical substances thrown off from 
the organs of the body before they enter 
the blood and thus reach the brain and 
other vital parts of the nervous system. 
The nerves are important conductors in the 
human body, ‘and it is therefore through 
them that the benefit of normal circulation 
is brought to bear upon the organism. 

Every. bodily organ and, above all, the 
brain, needs its never-failing current of 
blood to be rapidly coursing through it; and 
{so surely is this true that the brain will 
work only according to the quality of its 
blood. Mix poisons, manufactured by the 


thinking will be deranged accordingly. 
Nerves, in a state of health, are magnifi- 
cent servants. In diseased conditions the 
nerves become the most despotic of tyrants, 
carrying misery into nearly every wakinz 
moment that slave the owner. We know 
that in healthy sleep the circulation of the 
blood in the brain is less than it has been 
in waking hours. If by any misfortune or 
any folly the blood presses upor the brain, 
you do not sleep, and the blood vessels of 
the brain are more heavily gorged than in 
waking hours. We know that when the 
vessels are too heavily gorged the result 
is stupor. We also know that this over- 
charged condition of the blood vessels 
should be relievec, and may be by means 
given in a previous article on “sleep,” in 
which the subject of insomnia received due 


consideration.

When a water seal in the trap 
remains at the proper level, no amount of 
disease germs or foul air can penetrate it, 
and so gain admission to air of our rooms;

safety, thus leaving a clear passageway for 
impurities from sewer or cesspool to enter. 
The most ordinary way for this to happen 
is by evaporation, water inside a trap evapo 
rating in about two weeks.

The 
temperature of the milk will be several de- 
grees lower. Keep the kettle covered. Now 
remove the kettle to a place where the wa- 
ter will remain at this temperature. Put 
two stove lids under the kettle, or remove 
to a table and throw over it a heavy com- 
fortable—cotton wadding is a nonconductor 
of heat—and allow it ‘o stand thus for half 
an hour. Now cool as quickly as possible, 
but gradually at first, or the bottles will 
break: then set away the jars in a cool 
place. The double boiler may be used, but 
the steam kettle is more convenient for the 
use of the thermometer, and the glass jars 
are proper vessels in which to store milk. 
If a double boiler be used, let it be a large 
one, so that the water in the bath may rise 
to the level of the milk.
